The grandson of an 81-year- 
old woman who was fatally 
struck at a crosswalk is angiy 
there are no criminal charges 
against the 73-year-old driver 
who police say had open liquor 
in his vehicle and alcohol on his 
breath at the time of the crash. 

“It’s pretty heartbreaking, to 
be honest... I’m kind of speech¬ 
less,” 23-year-old Vincent Wil¬ 
son said Thursday. 

The victim, Lorraine Peters, 
was crossing at the intersection 
of Williams Lake Road and Her¬ 
ring Cove Road when she was 
hit on the afternoon of Sept. 6. 
She was rushed to hospital with 
life-threatening injuries and 
died in hospital the next day. 



Wilson remembers his 
grandmother as being fun- 
loving, witty and full of life. He 
says she talked to his mother, 
Denise, on the phone weekly 
and enjoyed playing bowling 
and darts with friends. 

“She had just beaten ovar¬ 
ian cancer a year ago,” Wilson 
said, adding the news of the 
accident came as a devastating 
blow to the family. 

Police say they took a sam¬ 
ple of the driver’s breath at the 
scene, which resulted in a sev¬ 
en-day suspension of his licence 
for having a blood-alcohol level 
of 50 to 80 milligrams in 1,000 
millilitres of blood, which is 
below the legal limit. 


An unsealed, half-open bot¬ 
tle of alcohol — vodka, claims 
Wilson—was also found in the 
backseat of the car and seized 
by police. 

Following a month-long po¬ 
lice investigation, the man was 
issued two tickets on Thursday 
— one for failing to yield to a 
pedestrian on a turn at a red 
light and the other for violating 
the Liquor Control Act for pos¬ 
session of open booze. 

“I know it’s hard for people 
to understand,” police spokes¬ 
man Const. Pierre Bourdages 
said Thursday. “But there is no 
other charges than can be laid.” 

But Wilson says he believes 
otherwise, calling into question 
police procedure at the scene. 
He says a second breathalyzer 
test should have been done at 
the police station to determine 
if the driver’s blood-alcohol 
concentration was actually not 
above .08 per cent. 

“It’s foolish to think they 
didn’t,” he said. 

Now, he says, the family is 
hoping for enough of a public 
outciy that the lack of charges 
will be brought into question.

Developer wins appeal on 
sale of St. Pat’s-Alexandra 



Former school site. 

Appeal justices vote 
2-1 that sale of former 
school to private 
developer should not 
have been quashed 


The lawyer for a developer who 
was awarded the St. Patrick’s- 
Alexandra school property and 
then lost it after a supreme 
court decision says his client 
feels ‘vindicated’ by the latest 
legal ruling. 

The Nova Scotia Court of 
Appeal released a 2-1 decision 
Thursday that sided with Jono 
Developments in the ongoing 
saga of the former school site 
on Brunswick Street. 

“They have felt all along 
that they were the innocent 
parties in all of this,” said at¬ 
torney Mick Ryan, who repre¬ 
sented Jono in court. “They 
followed the exact formula and 
procedure laid out by the city... 
and then got caught up in this

hell storm.” 

The former regional coun¬ 
cil voted in principle in 2011 
to sell the school to developer 
Joe Metlege. That decision was 
quashed by a September 2012 
Nova Scotia Supreme Court 
ruling after three north-end 
community groups argued that 
HRM had not followed a policy 
established in 2000 that gave 
non-profit organizations the 
first chance to bid on surplus 
municipal property. 

But Thursday’s 41-page de¬ 
cision found the lower court 
judge set the standard too high 
for the city’s ‘duty of fairness’ 
to the community groups. 

“Deviations from the Pro¬ 
cedure in the RFP process were 
not substantial enough as to 
constitute a breach of the pro¬ 


cedural fairness duty on the 
ground of legitimate expecta¬ 
tions,” reads the ruling. 

Attorney Ron Pink, who 
represented the North Central 
Community Association, said 
the group had not indicated 
whether it would seek to ap¬ 


peal the decision. 

Pink and Ryan said the ap¬ 
peal restores Metlege as the 
successful bidder on the prop¬ 
erty. 

“My position is ... the city 
is contractually bound to sell 
the property to us, on the same 


terms and conditions as the for¬ 
mer city council had voted to 
sell us the property,” said Ryan. 

A representative for the 
city said municipal lawyers 
will make recommendations 
to council during a closed-door 
meeting on Oct. 21.

sion and created by local de¬ 
sign firm Brealchouse Inc. for 
$80,000. 

The work is located on the 
block between Sackville and 
Duke streets and consists of 
two 16-foot stretches of metal 
scaffolding, draped with a 
series of repeating orange, 
white and yellow banners. 

“It’s pretty cool,” said 
Leilani Graham-Laidlaw, who 
took a few minutes away 
from her shift at a nearby 
business to take part in the 
photo. 

People are asked to share 
photos of the project and 
other sites in the area under 


#toargylewithlove to show 
the world that downtown 
Halifax is the place to be. 

The commission hopes 
to keep the project up for as 
long as possible, but organ¬ 
izers woriy winter snow re¬ 
moval will be a problem and 


anticipate it coming down as 
early as November. 

MacKinnon said the goal 
of the project is twofold. The 
first goal is to encourage lo¬ 
cals to imagine the future 
look of the historic street- 
scape and think of other ways 


the block can be transformed 
to have a more pedestrian- 
friendly atmosphere. 

But MacKinnon does not 
shy away from revealing 
the project’s second pur¬ 
pose, which is to provide 
restaurant-goers and business 


owners with shelter from the 
unsightliness of the Nova 
Centre construction zone. 

“There’s no question this 
(street) is being impacted by 
construction. But it’s a little 
bit of short-term pain for 
long-term gain,” he said. 


Art can’t mask ugly truth, say business 



Mike Campbell has a hard 
time swallowing the “no 
pain, no gain” attitude he 
believes is being pushed on 
business owners along Argyle 
Street. 

“Nobody wants to go 
downtown right now. We’re 
just tiying to keep our heads 
above water,” the owner of 
The Carleton Music Bar and 
Grill said, as he sat at his bar 
Thursday afternoon. 

Just outside his patio, a 
new art project — designed to 
beautify the new Nova Cen¬ 
tre construction site — was 


being unveiled. But the con¬ 
struction zone’s status as an 
eyesore is the least of Camp¬ 
bell’s worries. 

He believes the real head¬ 
aches for businesses along 
the strip — mainly bars and 
restaurants — has been the 
loss of parking spaces and the 
lack of communication be¬ 
tween workers and business 
owners. 

From unannounced street 
closures to pylons that were 
not properly removed, Camp¬ 
bell said there have been a

Wendy Friedman, owner 
of the Biscuit General Store, 
admits this past year “has not 
been so great,” revealing that 
the clothing store has experi¬ 
enced a significant drop in 
foot traffic since construction 
began.

Death not considered 
suspicious. Halifax 
police release new 
sketches of man found 
dead near Halifax 
airport 10 years ago

Halifax police have been Hy¬ 
ing to figure out the identity 
of a man found dead near 
Halifax Stanfield Internation¬ 
al Airport for 10 years now — 
and they’ll keep going until 
they succeed. 

“As long as it takes, until 
hopefully we get him posi¬ 
tively identified and be able 
to notify his next of kin and 
give him a proper burial or 
whatever his culture sug¬ 
gests,” said RCMP Det. Const. 
Michael Cheeseman on Thurs- 
day. 

The man, known only as 
John Doe, was found dead in 
the woods across from the 


Tim Hortons next to the air¬ 
port on Oct. 8, 2004. 

He wasn’t carrying any 
identification or documents 
to indicate who he was. 

Since then, Cheeseman 
said, investigators have ex¬ 
hausted every resource in 
hopes of finding the man’s 
next of kin. 

“In the time since 2006, a 
proper DNA profile has been 
obtained and his fingerprints 
and the profile are on Inter¬ 
pol and CPIC in an effort to 
get an ID,” he said. 

Cheeseman said the man’s 
death is not considered sus¬ 
picious, but wouldn’t say 
whether he died of natural 
causes. 

John Doe is believed to be 
between 18 and 25 years old, 
of African descent, and in 
good shape — about five feet

11 inches tall and 160 pounds. 

Both ears were pierced, 
though he wasn’t wearing 
earrings. His teeth were in 
good condition, but he had 
an old fracture of the tibia 
bone in his left leg that hadn’t 
healed properly. 

The man was wearing a 
multi-coloured dress shirt, 
Lee blue jeans and new 
Timberland hiking boots. A 
pair of Dolce & Gabbana pre¬ 
scription glasses were found 
nearby, along with a McKinley 
backpack containing neatly 
folded clothing that included 
a Real Madrid jersey. 

Cheeseman said he’s only 
recently inherited the file, 
and will pursue eveiy possi¬ 
bility. 

“I’m going to reach out 
to any avenue that I can,” he 
said. 


“Another reason we’re putting it back out to the pub¬ 
lic is that... we’re trying to hear of any other way that 
the public feels we can get a positive identification.”

When Joanne Hughes was 
growing up in Fredericton, 
N.B., playing hockey wasn’t 
an option. 

She played plenty of 
sports, and “all the girls 
figure-skated,” but there 
weren’t any female hockey 
teams. 

Now you might run 
into Hughes in any given 
rink across the country 
or around the world — al¬ 
ways with a friendly smile 
on her face, whether she’s 
watching a minor hockey 
game alongside parents, or 
watching Canada’s National 
Women’s Team in action. 

The female council chair 
for Hockey Canada’s board 
of directors, who now lives 
in Cole Harbour, will be out 
and about at arenas over 
the next few days for World 
Girls’ Hockey Weekend,

which takes place Friday 
through Sunday in partner¬ 
ship with the International 
Ice Hockey Federation. 

“We will have 15,000 
players doing events all 
the way across the country, 
6,000 in Ontario alone,” 
Hughes said of the fourth 
annual event, meant to 
get more girls and women 
involved in a historically 
male-dominated sport, 
whether as players, fans, or 
like Hughes, volunteers. 

Activities include free 
Esso Fun Days to give girls 
and women new to the 
game a chance to try it out, 
skills sessions for more ex¬ 
perienced players, coaching 
and officiating clinics, as 
well as the second annual 
Long Game on Saturday, 
with the puck drop at 9:30 
a.m. in Stephenville, N.L., 
and the final faceoff at 7 
p.m. in Whitehorse, Yukon. 

More than 2,000 female 
players on 98 different 
teams will play in five con¬ 
tinuous games at the atom, 
peewee, bantam, midget 
and senior levels. 

“What we want to do is 
... show how good female 
hockey is,” said Hughes, 
who never played herself, 
but since being asked to 
form the first female coun¬ 
cil for Hockey Nova Scotia 
a decade and a half ago, 
has formed “lifelong friend¬ 
ships” and helped women’s 
hockey continue to develop 
within Canada. 

Over the past decade, 
female registration has 


climbed nationally from 
just over 60,000 to 86,612 
last season, according to 
Hockey Canada. 

This weekend isn’t just 
about growing the game 
here at home, Hughes said, 
with events taking place 
across continents, to de¬ 
velop a game that creates 
positive habits such as “ex¬ 
ercise and healthy living” 
for life, and ensure the 
sport remains internation¬ 
ally competitive.

The Harper government’s re¬ 
solve to enforce laws against 
marijuana is unshaken by a call 
to legalize pot from the coun- 
tiy’s largest mental health and 
addiction treatment centre.

Magnotta trial. Autopsy 
was difficult to perform, 
says forensic pathologist 


The juiy in Luka Rocco 
Magnotta’s first-degree mur¬ 
der trial has begun hearing 
the testimony of the forensic 
pathologist who performed 
the autopsy on the remains of 
Chinese student Jun Lin. 

Yann Daze says the task 
was difficult given the body 
was dismembered and the aut¬ 
opsy had to be conducted over 
five non-consecutive days. 

Daze testified that police 
initially found most of the 
body in advanced decom¬ 
position in the trash behind 
Magnotta’s Montreal apart¬ 
ment building but that the 
head, feet and hands were 
missing. 

The pathologist also exam¬ 
ined tools found in the trash 
believed to have been used in 
the slaying, including a knife, 
a screwdriver, a hammer, a 
small electric saw and scissors. 

The 32-year-old Magnotta 
has pleaded not guilty to five 
charges in Lin’s slaying in late 
May 2012, as well as publish¬ 
ing a so-called murder video 
online. 

Daze says he didn’t view 
the video because he knew 
it was connected to the case 
and he didn’t want to taint his 
own findings. 


He testified Thursday he 
didn’t have any interest in 
watching the video in any 
case. 

“Frankly, I see enough dis¬ 
gusting things in my line of 
work, I didn’t need to see any 
more,” he told the juiy. 

Daze explained that con¬ 
ducting an autopsy over five 
separate days was difficult be¬ 
cause pathologists usually do 
them over consecutive days 
and know what they are look¬ 
ing for from the start. 

When he began the task 
on June 1, 2012, Daze said he 
had the majority of the body. 
Police had found a torso, cut 
at the neck, shoulders and 
thighs in a suitcase, as well as 
arms and legs in the trash. 

Daze said the torso was fa¬ 
cing upward and was covered 
in maggots. 

He said he also found a 
piece of paper underneath the 
torso but fluids coming from 
the sectioned body part made 
the note illegible. 

The jury has heard previ¬ 
ously that Lin’s hands and 
feet would turn up in Ottawa 
and Vancouver while the 
head was recovered a month 
later at a Montreal park.

Not guilty 


Mountiewho 
watched inmates 
have sex acquitted 

A Mountie who watched 
two female inmates have 
sex in a jail cell in Kam¬ 
loops, B.C., has been found 
not guilty of breach of trust 
by a public officer, but it 
will likely be months before 
he learns if he can return 
to work. 

Cpl. Rick Brown was 
the watch commander on 
duty in August 2010 when 
he and other RCMP officers 
and at least one jail guard 
viewed the women’s sex 
acts on a closed-circuit 
monitor. 

B.C. Supreme Court Jus¬ 
tice Selwyn Romilly ruled 
Thursday that Brown was 
not out of line in watching 
the women have sex and 
prisoners should not expect 
privacy while behind bars. 

Romilly called the case 
“one of the most bizarre” 
he’d seen as a judge and 
was skeptical about wheth¬ 
er it should have proceeded 
even before the trial began 
last month. 

Brown said he’s still 
digesting the decision. 

“I’ll probably just take 
the weekend to unwind,” 
he said.

Iram Shazadi was making 
breakfast for her family Monday 
when bullets started whizzing 
through her dusty Pakistani vil¬ 
lage of Dhamala Halcimwala — 
about half a kilometre from the 
border with the Indian-admin¬ 
istered portion of the disputed 
Himalayan region. 

A mortar shell fired by Indian 
border forces slammed into her 


home and killed her mother-in- 
law and two sons, aged 5 and 8. 

“I lost my whole world,” the 
injured 30-year-old said Wednes¬ 
day at a militaiy hospital in Sial- 
lcot. She sat crying next to her 
six-year-old son, who narrowly 
escaped the blast. 

On the Indian side, farmer 
Gulshan Kumar spent Tuesday 
night huddled with his family at 
home while mortars from Pak¬ 
istan fell on his village of Chil- 
yari. 

“A shell landed in our neigh¬ 
bour’s home, killing a 70-year- 
old woman and her 32-year-old 
daughter-in-law,” Kumar told 
reporters. 

The fighting over the past 
four nights marks the worst 
violation of the 2003 ceasefire 
accord brokered between India 
and Pakistan after several years 
of almost-day border battles, of¬ 
ficials on both sides say. 

While minor skirmishes have 
been somewhat common over 
the years, many were shocked

The federal government’s 
handling of employment in¬ 
surance will reduce job cre¬ 
ation by 9,000 jobs over the 
next two years and compel 
Canadians to pay $4.5 billion 
more in El premiums than 
needed, the parliamentary 
budget officer (PBO) says. 

In an analysis of Finance 
Minister Joe Oliver’s recent 
decision to freeze El pre¬ 
miums at a rate higher than 
needed for the El account to 
break even, the PBO says the 
move will contribute signifi¬ 
cant extra revenues to Ot¬ 
tawa’s plan to run budget sur¬ 


pluses in the next few years. 

After years of budget defi¬ 
cits, Oliver will be in a pos¬ 


ition to record budget sur¬ 
pluses starting next year. 
Instead of using extra El 


revenues to balance the fed¬ 
eral government’s books, Ot¬ 
tawa could use the funds to

will be more than offset 
by the impact of keeping 
overall El premium rates 
higher than needed for the 
El account to break even.

make El payments available 
to a higher proportion of job¬ 
less Canadians, the PBO says. 

Because of the increase 
in part-time jobs that don’t 
qualify for El and an increase 
the number of long-term un¬ 
employed, only 38 per cent 
of unemployed workers are 
receiving El payments, the 
report notes. 

The study also takes aim 


at Oliver’s recent decision to 
reduce El premiums for small 
businesses, which will cost 
Ottawa $550 million over two 
years. 

The PBO estimates this 
move will add only 800 net 
new jobs in the economy be¬ 
tween now and 2016, which 
means the jobs are being 
created at an average cost of 
$550,000 per person-year. 

This is a sharp contrast to 
Oliver’s prediction of the im¬ 
pact of the El cuts for small 
business. He cited a report 
saying the move would pro¬ 
duce thousands of new jobs 
during the next few years. 

Also, the PBO said the im¬ 
pact on job creation or job 
losses of current federal El 
policies will even out over the 
long term because of the gov¬ 
ernment’s commitment to 
adjust El premium rates after 
2016 so that the El fund will 
operate on a break-even basis.

A prize-winning throat singer 
says she was sexually harassed 
and called “a sexy little Indian” 
while in the Manitoba capital 
recently 

Tanya Tagaq was in the city 
performing with the Royal 
Winnipeg Ballet in Going 
Home Star — Truth and Rec¬ 
onciliation, a production about 
the legacy of Indian residential 
schools. 

Tagaq said on her Twitter ac¬ 
count that she was walking to 
lunch when a man started fol¬ 
lowing her. 



“I was in Winnipeg for the 
ballet, walking to lunch, when 
a man started following me 
calling me a ‘sexy little Indi¬ 
an,’” Tagaq said on her Twitter 
account, adding that he crudely 
propositioned her. “It’s disgust¬ 
ing. I’m sick of it.” 

Using the hashtag MMIW 
for missing and murdered in¬ 
digenous women, Tagaq said 
the harassment was “creepy 


and scary.” 

Tagaq has talked openly 
about the fear among aborigin¬ 
al women and that her daugh¬ 
ters are four times more likely 
to be murdered than is a non¬ 
aboriginal woman. 

The Inuk singer recently 
won the Polaris Music Prize 
after a performance that fea¬ 
tured the names of some of 
Canada’s 1,200 missing and 
murdered aboriginal women. 
The award is given annually to 
the best full-length Canadian 
album based on artistic merit. 

Her most recent tweets 
about being harassed in Winni¬ 
peg have prompted an outpour¬ 
ing of anger, sympathy and 
support. 

“Good for you for posting 
about this — people need to 
wake and treat these incidents 
seriously,” tweeted Julie Lamou- 
reux. “I’m sony this happened

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Off-duty cop fires 17 rounds 
and kills black St. Louis teen 


Truth in the middle? 

Police chief says 
‘aggressive’ teen shot 
first; friends and family 
say the man, 18, was 
not armed, despite 
contrary evidence 


An off-duty cop fatally shot an 
18-year-old man who opened 
fire during a chase in south St. 
Louis, sparking loud protests in 
the area, police said Thursday 

St. Louis Police Chief Col. 
Sam Dotson said the 32-year-old 
officer was patrolling the neigh¬ 
bourhood for a private security 
company late Wednesday when 
the shooting happened. 

The officer said three men 
in the street ran away when 
they spotted him, Dotson told 
reporters at a news conference 
early Thursday. The way that 
one of the men ran — grab¬ 


bing at his waistband, slightly 
lopsided — indicated that he 
was canying a weapon, so the 
officer chased him, Dotson said. 

The man approached the 
officer in an aggressive way, an 
altercation ensued and the man 
fired at the officer, the police 
chief said. The officer returned 
fire and killed him. 

Ballistic evidence recovered 
from the scene indicates that 
the man fired three rounds at 
the officer before his weapon 
jammed, Dotson said, adding 
that the gun was also recovered. 

The officer fired 17 shots, 
Dotson said. He said he didn’t 
know how many of those shots 
hit the suspect or why the offi¬ 
cer fired that many shots. The 
officer was not injured. 

“An investigation will decide 
if the officer’s behaviour was 
appropriate,” he said. 

People who described them¬ 
selves as relatives of the dead 
man told the St. Louis Post Dis¬ 
patch that he was not armed. 


Dotson described the officer 
as a six-year veteran of the St. 
Louis Police Department, and 
said the man who was killed 
was 18 years old and black. 

Neither man was named. 

Hours after the shooting, 
a crowd gathered at the scene 
near the Missouri Botanical 
Garden. Some shouted “Hands 
up, don’t shoot” in reference 
to the fatal shooting in August 
of an unarmed black man, Mi¬ 
chael Brown, by a white police 
officer in nearby Ferguson. That 
shooting led to weeks of some¬ 
times violent unrest in the St. 
Louis suburb. Officer Darren 
Wilson has not been charged. 

Dotson said some in the 
crowd Wednesday night shout¬ 
ed obscenities at officers and 
damaged police cars, but that 
the officers “showed great re¬ 
straint.” 

No demonstrators were 
arrested and by 1 a.m. Thurs¬ 
day the crowd had largely dis¬ 
persed.

After mix-up, same-sex marriage licences available in Vegas 



U.S. Supreme Court Justice 
Anthony Kennedy mistakenly 
blocked the start of same-sex 
marriage in Nevada, confusing 
state officials and disappointing 
couples hoping to be wed. 

Court spokeswoman Kathy 
Arberg confirmed the mix-up 
Thursday, saying Kennedy’s or¬ 
der was an error he corrected 
with a second order hours later. 

By that time, Nevada of¬ 
ficials decided to hold off on 
issuing marriage licences to 
same-sex couples until the legal 
situation was settled. 


The 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals in San Francisco 
declared bans on same-sex 
marriage in Idaho and Nev¬ 
ada illegal on Tuesday, joining 
a rapidly growing number of 
states allowing gay marriages. 

Idaho quickly asked the Su¬ 
preme Court for a delay, while 
Nevada planned to allow same- 
sex weddings to proceed. 

The trouble arose because 
Idaho’s request to the court 
included a document from the 
appeals court that listed case 
numbers for both states. 


The Supreme Court re¬ 
ceived the request around 8:30 
a.m. on Wednesday and Ken¬ 
nedy issued his order about 80 
minutes later. 

Upon being questioned by 
reporters, Kennedy issued a 
new order lifting the hold in 
Nevada, but left Idaho’s in place 
until 5 p.m. Thursday, pending 
arguments from those for and 
against ending the delay pre¬ 
senting their positions on why 
same-sex marriage licences 
should or shouldn’t be avail¬ 
able in Idaho, the associated press

WikiWash targets 
transparency In 
Wikipedia entries 


Tracking changes. 

Metro and industry

Call it the spin cycle: power¬ 
ful people and groups using 
Wikipedia for PR, entering 
the most flattering informa¬ 
tion and hiding controversies, 
despite the best efforts of the 
site’s army of editors. 

One part of the solution is a 
new tool called WikiWash, and 
it went live on Thursday even¬ 
ing. Metro News, The Working 
Group (TWG), the Center for In¬ 


vestigative Reporting (CIR) and 
Google launched WikiWash 
with a party at TWG’s head¬ 
quarters in Toronto. 

The idea was spawned by a 
group of journalists from Metro 
News at the TechRaking Toron¬ 
to conference hosted by CIR, 
The Canadian Press and Google 
Canada in March. 

The idea won the compe¬ 
tition, in which participants 
were asked to come up with 
technical solutions to data- 
joumalism problems. Part of 
the solution to the spin cycle is 
improving transparency. 

The talented minds at TWG, 
a web and mobile-app develop¬ 
er that also has an office in 
New York, created WikiWash 
from Metro’s idea, and the re¬ 
sult is a free tool available at 
wikiwash.metronews.ca. Enter 
a Wikipedia page, and Wiki¬ 
Wash shows you its most re¬ 


cent edits, which users can see 
in real time, while a download¬ 
able database shows who made 
edits and when. 

Chris Eben, managing part¬ 
ner of The Working Group, said 
WikiWash and tools like it are 
meaningful for journalism. 

“The future of news de¬ 
pends on organizations having 
the skills to develop new tools 
and technologies that support 
journalists in their pursuit of 
stories,” he said. 

Joaquin Alvarado, CIR’s 
CEO, agreed: “Journalism has 
more to gain from technologic¬ 
al innovation and deep com¬ 
munity engagement than any 
other sector in the media,” he 
said. “WikiWash captures the 
essence of designing around a 
need not yet being met, as well 
as the opportunity to engage 
the local community in improv¬ 
ing journalism.”

He was in 
Toronto at the beginning of 
October to drum up funding 
for the organization. 

“Twenty per cent of Is¬ 
raeli citizens are also Pales¬ 
tinian Arabs,” says Gordon. 
“There’s a big divide be¬ 
tween Jews and Arabs inside 
of Israel. It’s a segregated 
society — partly because of 
the conflict, partly because 
of language, and partly be-

cause there is an Arab public 
school system and a Jewish 
public school system.” 

Gordon, whose back¬ 
ground is in social work and 
educational leadership, lived 
and worked in Israel for 
more than 20 years. He saw 
that the segregated way of 
life — specifically, the segre¬ 
gated school system — was a 
serious impediment to build¬ 
ing a trusting, collaborative 
society in Israel. That’s what 
inspired him to co-found 
Hand in Hand with an Arab 
colleague, Amin Khalaf, in 
1997. 

“We decided one way we 
could really make an impact 
would be to create a new 
model of schooling, in which 
Jewish and Arab children go 
to school together on a daily 
basis, year after year,” he 
says. “If you disagree and 


don’t have any common 
ground, it’s hard to solve 
conflict. If you disagree but 
have the common ground of 
attending school together, 
becoming friends, writing 
the same exams, you have a 
human bond.” That, he says, 
makes resolving conflict 
easier. 

The concept was sound, 
but actually making it hap¬ 
pen took months of research 
and planning. The first 
schools didn’t open until the 
fall of 1998. 

“We started with 50 chil¬ 
dren in two locations,” he 
says, “a kindergarten class in 
Jerusalem and a first-grade 
class in Northern Israel.” 

Each class is split down 
the middle: half of the stu¬ 
dents are Jewish Israeli, 
the other half, Arab Israeli. 
There are two teachers, and 


the instructional time is also 
split. Students learn half of 
their lessons in Hebrew and 
half in Arabic. Since 1998, 
the organization has grown 
significantly, with 1,200 
students now spread among 
five schools across Israel. 
The first class graduated 
from high school in 2011. 

At Hand in Hand schools, 
the learning opportunities 
aren’t restricted to students 
in classrooms. In an effort to 
encourage the atmosphere 
of collaboration, parents are 
encouraged to attend school 
programs and cultural cele¬ 
brations. 

It’s all part of the larger 
goal, says Gordon. 

“We want to be a social 
phenomenon in Israel,” he 
says. 

“You can have a diplomat¬ 
ic solution, but unless you 
have a grassroots, people- 
to-people partnership as 
the foundation, peace won’t 
stand. We’re part of that 
grassroots effort.”

Pop go the Pepsi and 
Coke sales in Mexico

Going flat? A new tax 

in Mexico has hit the 
top pop companies 


No wonder Coke and Pepsi 
are spending millions of dol¬ 
lars to fight proposed taxes 
on sugaiy drinks in Califor¬ 
nia. 

PepsiCo reported a higher 
quarterly profit Thursday 
as global sales rose, but one 
weak spot was Mexico. The 
company said snack sales 
volume declined by three per 
cent, hurt by a new tax on 
junk foods. 

Recent declines suffered 
by Pepsi and Coke in Mexico 
underscore why the bever¬ 
age industiy is fighting tax 
proposals on sugaiy drinks 
in San Francisco and nearby 
Berkeley, Calif. 

PepsiCo — which makes 
Frito-Lay chips, Gatorade and 


Tropicana — reported similar 
declines in its snack business 
for the first half of the year, 
starting when the tax went 
into effect. 

Coca-Cola, which reports 
its third quarter results Oct. 
21, has also reported beverage 


volume declines in Mexico 
for the first half of the year, 
citing a similar tax on drinks. 
Mexico has the world’s high¬ 
est per capita consumption of 
Coca-Cola drinks. 

Hugh Johnston, chief fi¬ 
nancial officer for PepsiCo, 


said in a phone interview that 
declines in Mexico were in 
line with what the company 
expected. To mitigate the im¬ 
pact of the tax, he said Pep¬ 
siCo plans to target different 
package sizes for different 

outlets. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


They help give Coke its dis¬ 
tinctive bite and Doritos a 
cheesy kick. But the arti¬ 
ficial and natural flavours 
used to rev up the taste of 
processed foods remain a 
mystery to most Americans. 

“Artificial and natural 
flavours” have become 
ubiquitous terms on food 
labels, helping create vivid 
tastes that would otherwise 
be lost in mass production. 
As the science behind them 
advances, however, some 
are calling for greater trans¬ 
parency about their safety 
and ingredients. 

Last month, five con¬ 
sumer and environmental 
groups sent a letter to the 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion in the U.S. expressing 
their concern about the 
flavour industry, which de¬ 
termines the safety of its 
own ingredients. The letter 
noted that safety is some¬ 
times declared based on sci¬ 
entific data that isn’t pub¬ 
licly available.

Most Canadians will be armed

Old-fashioned drama.

Richard: Mark, The Judge feels 
like Oscar bait. It’s a long movie 
with a wide stoiy arc that gives 
its leads ample opportunity to 
strut their stuff. Downey hands 
in a solid, if somewhat famil¬ 
iar, performance while Duvall 
plays elder statesman, resur¬ 
recting the alpha male feel of 
The Great Santini. Both are 
used to good effect and the sup¬ 
porting cast keeps things hum¬ 


ming along despite a stoiy that 
pushes credulity to the limit. 
What’s your verdict? Were you 
won over by the performances 
despite plot holes so big not 
even Iron Man could fill them? 

Mark: Richard, The Judge is 
a sprawling, square, old-fash¬ 
ioned movie and I loved it in 
spite of itself. It’s a pleasure to 
watch Downey act without a 
fifth of a billion bucks in CGI 
helping him out. The movie 
reminds us why we fell in 
love with him so long ago. His 
perfect wiseass line readings 
and adolescent smirk hide 
the softie underneath, and it’s 
great to watch the transition 
slowly unfold. As for Duvall, 
how can you go wrong? He’s 
not just an actor now, he’s 


eveiyone’s granddad. The 
acting in the movie is pretty 
flawless, and I’m including 
Vincent D’Onofrio and Vera 
Farmiga here as well. 

RC: The acting is veiy good. 
It’s the story, or should I 
say stories, that bogged me 
down. It’s the hardest work¬ 
ing movie in show business. 
It’s a film that wants to check 
all the boxes. It’s a family 
drama! No! It’s a romance! 
Nope! It’s a courtroom 
thriller! It’s all those things, 
and, for me, less because it 
spreads the focus too thin by 
tiying just a little too hard. 
Downey and Co. float above it 
all, however, touching down 
now and again to introduce a 
new plot twist and deliver the 


occasional touching moment. 

MB: You’re right; it’s all those 
things. And one more: It’s a 
John Mellencamp song. You 
see, he was born in a small 
town ... Richard, let’s not 
forget the cliche of the big 
city slicker who finds out his 
roots are where his heart be¬ 
longs. In spite of that, in spite 
of eveiything you so correctly 
enumerate, I still loved the 
movie. And although I had 
a pretty good idea how the 
thriller part was going to turn 
out, I was engaged to see how 
it would get there. 

RC: Most of the silly stuff that 
bothered me comes in the form 
of clues Hank pieces together 
while forming the judge’s de¬ 


fence and the trial itself. There 
will be no spoilers here, but 
suffice it to say the whole thing 
hinges on a bit of information 
so implausible that it gives new 
meaning to the term suspen¬ 
sion of disbelief. Trouble is, 
it didn’t have to be that way. 
There were any number of ways 
to establish the point in ques¬ 
tion (OK, here’s a mild spoiler 
alert: It involves chemotherapy 
and a cottage) without trying so 
hard, but that’s not the ldnd of 
film this is. 

MB: But it is the kind of movie 
where the prosecuting attorney 
(Billy Bob Thornton) is given a 
Snidely Whiplash moustache 
just to make sure we all know 
he’s the bad guy. Doesn’t mat¬ 
ter. Still loved the movie.

Kill the Messenger. 
Actor brings to life 
true story of journalist 
who alleged a link 
between the CIA and 
crack cocaine in L.A.

Jeremy Renner didn’t know 
why Kill the Messenger had to 
be a movie until he was half¬ 
way through it. It tells of Gary 
Webb, a journalist at the tiny 
San Jose Mercuiy News who 
broke a stoiy alleging a link be¬ 
tween the CIA and the sudden 
appearance of crack cocaine 
in parts of Los Angeles. What 
finally got Renner on board 
was the aftermath, when Webb 
was hounded for his piece to 
the point where his career was 
destroyed. In 2004 Webb was 
found dead of an apparent sui¬ 
cide. “It was a movie I wanted 
to do,” Renner recalls. “Then it 
was a movie I had to do.” 

Still, he found his take on 
the film evolving as produc¬ 
tion of the film, his first as a 
producer, went on. “Before it 
was about Gaiy Webb and his 
plight. I love the David and 
Goliath story, the eveiyman in 
extraordinaiy circumstances,” 
he says. “Ultimately it became a 
commentaiy on where we are 
today. I wouldn’t have known 
two years ago when we were 
doing this that whistle-blowing 
would be such a popular topic 
right now.” 


But it was more than that. 
It also touched on newspapers. 
“Good journalism is not popu¬ 
lar. People don’t care about 
good writing and good inves¬ 
tigative reporting. They care 
about nude celebrity leaked 
photos. And that’s sad,” he says. 
“You can’t blame the media, 
even though I do. They do ex¬ 
acerbate the fire that’s already 
started. But it’s people who 
want to see this stuff.” 

Playing a journalist meant 
he had to learn about it. “That 
was a new thing for me to 
think about, being on that side 
of it, rather than having hatred 
towards it,” he says. Indeed, 
Renner has been hounded by a 
number of rumours about his 
personal life, which he tireless¬ 
ly insists are erroneous. He con¬ 


sulted with Kill the Messenger 
screenwriter Peter Landesman 
and his The Hurt Locker author 
Mark Boal, both former inves¬ 
tigative reporters. But he was 
also concerned with how jour¬ 
nalism would look onscreen. 

“No one wants to see Gaiy 
Webb researching. That’s just 
not fun,” Renner explains. “So 
we had him talk about his re¬ 
search with his editor.” 

Acting can be a form of jour¬ 
nalism, especially if you’re play¬ 
ing a real person. He says he 
didn’t meet with Webb’s family 
until he had done his own re¬ 
search into Webb as a person. 

“He was tenacious and self- 
righteous and stubborn. Those 
are attributes but they’re also 
flaws,” he says. “That’s what 
I love about Gaiy Webb: He’s 


unapologetically flawed, and 
that’s what makes him heroic. 
He accepted all those things 
about himself.” 

Without that drive, Renner 
says, Webb might never have 
pushed to get these allegations 
out in the open. Kill the Mes¬ 
senger exists chiefly because 
Renner’s name is familiar to 
the globe’s moviegoers; in fact, 
he read the script while shoot¬ 
ing Marvel’s The Avengers. 

Renner has that series, plus 
Mission: Impossible and the 
Bourne series (though Matt 
Damon has since reclaimed his 
role in the franchise). 

“Doing Avengers movies 
lets me do Kill the Messenger,” 
he explains. “We do those, then 
we get to make this movie that 
no one seemingly wants to 
make, because it’s not easy. No 
one’s throwing money at Kill 
the Messenger.” 

It’s easy to forget — in part 
because the movie was forgot¬ 
ten almost as soon as it was 
released — but Renner got his 
start in no less than 1995’s Na¬ 
tional Lampoon’s Senior Trip, 
in which he played one of the 
misbehaving, slacker teens. 

“That was my first job ever 
as an actor on film,” he says. “I 
don’t like to bash something 
that meant so much to me at 
the time. It’s a crap movie, but 
it was a huge thing for me. It 
gave me a lot of confidence.” 

It also introduced him to 
costar Tommy Chong. Asked 
what he’s like, he says, “Pretty 
much what you’d think. I re¬ 
member some guitar streaming 
from his trailer, as well as some 
smoke.” It wasn’t, he recalls, 
herbal.

Michael K. Williams made 
his name with The Wire’s 
Omar Little, the charismatic 
gangster who made drug 
lords’ lives hell. Since then, 
he’s made sure to keep doing 
films that touch on import¬ 
ant subjects, taking roles in 
films as diverse as 12 Years 
a Slave and The Purge: An¬ 
archy, in which he played a 
rebel leader seeking to help 
the targeted downtrodden. 
He does the same in the docu- 
drama Kill the Messenger, 
playing real-life drug kingpin 
Ricky Ross, who in the 1990s 
was instrumental in helping 
journalist Gary Webb (Jer¬ 
emy Renner) shed light on 
alleged CIA involvement in 
shipping crack cocaine into 
low-income African American 
neighbourhoods. 

Had you ever heard this 
story before you got the 
script? 

Never. I was really outraged 
at the fact that I was that 
dumb. My neighbourhood 
was going through its own 
scandal. My neighbourhood 
was being bombarded with 
crack cocaine at the same 
time. I didn’t have time to 
woriy about what was going 
on in L.A. And let’s face it: 

We don’t grow cocoa leaves 
in South Central L.A. or East 
Flatbush, Brooklyn. It’s com¬ 
ing from somewhere. 

How did you prepare? 

I got in contact with Rick. I 
consider him a friend today. 
He gave me a ton of home¬ 
work to do. It becomes ap¬ 
parent in the film he’s more 
of a pawn in the situation. 

He was a fall guy — allegedly. 

He comes across as not just 
another evil drug lord but 
as sympathetic. 



That was veiy important 
that came across (that way). 
(Director Michael Cuesta) 
supported me in wanting 
to make sure his voice was 
heard accurately. (Ross) 
didn’t wake up one day and 
say, “I’m going to become 
the best drug dealer in the 
world.” He fell into it due to 
a lack of opportunities. I’m 
not condoning his choices. 
But his options were next to 
none. This is a man who was 
allowed to float through the 
school system uneducated. 
He aspired to be a tennis 
player. Where were the edu¬ 
cators nurturing this man? 
Obviously he’s not stupid. 

To reach that level of infamy 
in the drug world, you have 
to be good at numbers. You 
have to be good at math to 
handle that level of flow. No 
one saw that potential in 
him? Sad.

For a certain subset of the 
population, the phrase “as 
you wish” has some pretty 
magical connotations. It’s the 
coded phrase Westley says to 
Buttercup throughout The 
Princess Bride that she even¬ 
tually comes to realize is his 
way of telling her he loves her. 

It’s also the title of a new 
memoir by Caiy Elwes, who 
played Westley in the film, 
about the making of the film 
(the full title is As You Wish: 
Inconceivable Tales from the 
Making of the Princess Bride). 

It’s not just Elwes’ mem¬ 
ories making up the book, 
though. There are interviews 
throughout with almost

eveiyone involved in making 
the movie, from screenwriter 
William Goldman to direc¬ 
tor Rob Reiner to Buttercup 
herself (and current House of 
Cards star), Robin Wright. 

“I can’t take complete 
credit for this book,” admits 
Elwes. “I did get the rest of 
the cast to share their experi¬ 
ences.” 

The book is full of odd lit¬ 
tle stories about the making 
of the movie, like the time 
Elwes broke his toe trying to 


drive Andre the Giant’s four- 
wheeler, and then, concerned 
he’d make director Rob Rein¬ 
er so angiy he’d be recast, 
continued tiying to film. 

The injuiy was something 
of a serious concern. He and 
Mandy Patinkin spent months 
learning how to fence, be¬ 
cause Goldman had helpfully 
included in the script direc¬ 
tions that the Westley/Inigo 
Montoya battle should be the 
“greatest swordfight in mod¬ 
ern times.” 


Whether it was or not is, 
of course, up to the viewer, 
but Patinkin’s interview 
about filming the big scene 
reminded Elwes of something 
he’d forgotten. 

“Mandy reminded me that 
we had to change some of 
the fight sequence at the last 
second because it didn’t work 
for the camera angle that Rob 
had chosen,” says Elwes. 

Reiner gave them some¬ 
thing like 20 minutes to fix 
it (the battle they’d rehearsed 
for three months) and “we 
went and re-choreographed 
a whole section on the stairs, 
and got it and did it right in 
the first take, which I’d for¬ 
gotten about,” says Elwes. 

The love the whole cast and 
crew had for the process is evi¬ 
dent throughout the book. 

Elwes says the experi¬ 
ence felt almost like “theatre 
camp,” a mood set by Reiner 
himself. “He set the tone by 
being so fun, so nurturing, 
and being an actor himself,” 
says Elwes.

Lady Parts. Andrea 
Martin discusses battle 
with bulimia, flying on 
a trapeze in new book 


Here’s a tip for the next time 
you bump into Andrea Martin: 
Don’t forget to spit out your 
gum. 

It turns out she suffers from 
misophonia — the dislike 
of small, irritating common 
noises, such as magazine pages 
turning or water dripping. Or 
gum chewing. But she’s way 
too polite to be nasty about it. 

The Tony- and Emmy-win- 
ning comedian reveals that 
and plenty more in her book 
Andrea Martin’s Lady Parts, 
a series of essays that discuss 
her childhood, her career and 
a slightly mad devotion to her 
hairdresser. 

Among the other revela¬ 
tions: She battled bulimia. 
She’s scared of heights. She 
had a 28-year-old lover when 
she was 57. She keeps tubes of 
makeup forever. And there’s 


one truly shocking confession: 
She’s not Canadian. 

Martin was bom in Port¬ 
land, Maine, and fell in love 
with Canada during a visit in 
1970. 

In her book, Martin, 67, 
talks about being on SCTV 
alongside the likes of Eugene 
Levy, John Candy and Cather¬ 
ine O’Hara, and what it was 
like to be in Pippin on Broad¬ 
way. 

You come dean about not be¬ 
ing Canadian in this book? 

I do! I actually feel like I have 
the personality of a Canadian, 
which is self-effacing and 
apologetic. I guess maybe 
that’s why I fit in there. I 
never meant to lie. People 
with television sets propelled 
me into the fie. I kept it going. 

It’s less a memoir than a 
collection of stories, right? 

They said explicitly, ‘We don’t 
want a memoir.’ That was a re¬ 
fief because I couldn’t remem¬ 
ber even my middle name so I 
can’t possibly write a memoir. 
But I can write about squirrels 


in my attic because that hap¬ 
pened five minutes ago. 

Was there anything that was 
hard to write? 

Yes, the piece on bulimia. 

I started writing it and it 
poured out of me. I wouldn’t 
be able to talk about myself 
without addressing that be¬ 
cause it was such a big part of 
my fife. Really, it was for my 
sons. I thought, ‘How could I 
possibly be hypocritical in my 
desire for them to be authen¬ 
tic when I can’t be?’ 

In Pippin, you attacked a 
trapeze like a trained acro¬ 
bat. Did you astonish yourself 
by what you could do? 

I think it’s great to surprise 
yourself all the time, but 
that’s not what fuelled me. 
Really what fuelled me was 
the pure joy of being in a 
circus ensemble, something 
I’d dreamed of all my fife. I’ve 
always been fascinated by the 
darker side of the circus — the 
sideshows, the world that 
Federico Fellini creates. I stud¬ 
ied mime in Paris, for God’s 


sake! I was just so joyful that I 
got to live out a fantasy. 

One chapter you seem to 
have had the hardest time 
writing was about SCTV. 
Why? 

My biggest barrier was my 
sense of responsibility to 
my cast mates. I wanted to 
represent them in a truthful 
way. And part of me wanted to 
keep it private. It was such a 
unique time. We were on our 
own, underground, creating 
17 hours a day in these studios 
in Edmonton. We relied on 
one another and it almost felt 
like an intrusion to now wel¬ 
come other groups of people 
in. I wanted to keep it special.

Of all the meals you’ll eat 
this year, Thanksgiving din¬ 
ner is the most traditional. 
Or is it? A poll of my friends 
found that while most 
will take the turkey and 
cranberry sauce route, some 
have given up cliche fare for 
a less mainstream main. 

That bodes well for this 
week’s recipe. Ricardo flips 
the bird at turkey and sug¬ 
gests chicken glazed with 
an orange sauce. 

It’s the sauce that 
dictates your choice of 
wine. The up-front citrus 
influence of the orange 
liqueur will wreak havoc on 
anything too diy, too full 
or too oaky. If you prefer a 
red, go with a light-bodied 
pinot noir from California 
or Chile. When it comes to 
white, think Riesling from 
Germany or one from a 
local vineyard in your prov¬ 
ince — it’s grown just about 
eveiywhere in Canada. 

I like Chardonnay.

Saint Mary’s, Dalhousie 
figure they're in the 
hunt for University Cup

If it were up to Jeff Marchand 
and Ben MacAskill, their final 
university years would include 
winning the University Cup 
in the city they’ve trained and 
studied in over the course of 
their post-secondaiy careers. 

But only one team can win 
the national championship 
coming to Halifax for the next 
two seasons, and it will be a 
long, hard slog before either 
the Saint Maiy’s Huskies for¬ 
ward or Dalhousie Tigers de¬ 
fenceman will be able to hoist 
the most coveted trophy in 
Canadian Interuniversity Sport 
men’s hockey. 

“Three teams are going, (so) 
we’ll have a good chance at 
making the tournament,” fifth- 
year student Marchand said 
Thursday, after at an Atlantic 
University Sport news confer¬ 
ence held at the Scotiabanlc 
Centre to help pump up the 
start of the 2014-15 season. 

“Anything can happen from 
there,” the 25-year-old from 
Hammonds Plains said. 

As host schools, the St. 
Francis Xavier X-Men receive 
an automatic berth for the 
2015 event, set for next March 
11-15, while the Saint Maiy’s 
Huskies are guaranteed a spot 
in the 2016 edition, scheduled 
for that March 16-20, with both 
tournaments taking place at 
the Scotiabanlc Centre.

“The group of guys ... we’re 
all so close, so to get to the tour¬ 
nament is great, but to come 
out with the championship 


would be amazing,” Marchand 
said. “But I know there’s a lot of 
work to it.” 

And a lot of competition. 

MacAskill, who played four 
years with the QMJHL’s Hali¬ 
fax Mooseheads, stuck around 
campus to complete his mas¬ 
ters in kinesiology, while put¬ 
ting his fifth year of CIS eligibil¬ 
ity toward a run at the cup. 

“I’ve never won a national 


championship,” the 25-year-old 
from Auld’s Cove said. “So it 
would be huge to me.” 

The Dalhousie Tigers have 
only claimed the AUS title 
once, during the 1978-79 sea¬ 
son. 

“We have a lot of young guys 
that are excited to be here and 
working veiy hard,” MacAskill 
said. “We just have to find a 
way to win those tight games.”

Wainwright up for 
NLCS championship 
despite injury rumours 


St. Louis Cardinals manager 
Mike Matheny says rumours 
that Adam Wainwright is hurt 
are overblown. 

Matheny is sticking with 
the same rotation that clicked 
in the first round, and Wain¬ 
wright, the 20-game winner, is 
set to pitch Game 1 of the Na¬ 
tional League Championship 
Series against the San Francisco 
Giants. Matheny announced 
the starters on Thursday, two 
days ahead of the series opener. 

Matheny said before the 
Cardinals beat the Los Angeles 
Dodgers in the NLDS Game 4 
clincher that Lance Lynn was 
available on regular rest if 
Wainwright couldn’t go. 

“I think there were some 
things taken out of context and 


blown up probably more than 
they needed to be when it was 
a statement of basically the 
obvious ... in case something 
didn’t look right, feel right,” 
Matheny said. 

Lynn will work Game 2, 
followed by John Lackey and 
Shelby Miller. Michael Wacha, 
who didn’t pitch in the Division 
Series, will remain a long-relief 
option out of the bullpen. 

Wainwright had a rough 
start in Game 1 of the Division 
Series, allowing six runs on 11 
hits in 4 1-3 innings. His vel¬ 
ocity was down and he seemed 
to be emphasizing his curveball 
more than usual. 

Matheny said it was “stating 
the obvious, too, that Waino 
was struggling to find a good 
feel in Game 1.”

To get ready to face Richard 
Sherman and Seattle’s ear¬ 
piercing 12th man, the Denver 
Broncos turned to Lil Wayne, 
Jerimih, Ozzy Osbourne and 
Pharrell Williams. 

Like many other teams, 
the Broncos have dialled 
down the old jet engine noise 
that roared through their con¬ 
cert-sized speakers at practice. 
Now, like so many teenagers, 
they crank up the jams to 
body-shivering, brain-rattling 
volume: Led Zeppelin. Nicki 
Minaj. Ariana Grande. 

Teams have long used 


piped-in sound to make it 
harder for players on both 
sides of the ball to communi¬ 
cate. Adding songs (some that 
players may want to dance to, 
others that make them cringe) 
makes them have to concen¬ 
trate even harder. 

Tight end Julius Thomas 
casually mentioned to Bron¬ 
cos offensive co-ordinator 
Adam Gase this spring that 
it’s harder to concentrate to 
music. Denver ditched the 
crowd noise and joined the 
growing list of teams piping 
in melodies to mess with their 


players’ minds. 

“The white noise is easier 
to block out,” Thomas said. “I 
think when they play music, 
it makes it a bit tougher. Just 
noise isn’t as distracting as 
maybe a song that you recog¬ 
nize. 

“Say you’re hearing a song 
that in your off time you enjoy 
and you sing along to, when 
you’re able to block that out, 
then you’re able to do your 
best to block out crowd noise. 

“I think it’s much better 
than just AAAHHH! After a 
while you just stop hearing 


it,” Thomas added. 

NFL coaches are sure listen¬ 
ing. 

Sixteen NFL teams now 
pump music into their prac¬ 
tices and another eight use a 
mixture of songs and the old 
crowd noise. Seven still use 
just the white noise and one 
team — the Rams — doesn’t 
use any form of noise. 

In St. Louis, sometimes 
players not in formation 
are told to stand behind the 
quarterback and shout and 
jump around.
